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Weird, Wonderful Exhibit Delivers

Call it eccentric or strange, curious or just plain 
interesting. You're likely to use all those adjectives and 
more when you visit the Mattapoisett Museum’s newest 
exhibit titled “Weird and Wonderful.” 

Loosely based on the Victorian-age hobby of 
collecting objects, all kinds of objects and then putting 
them on display in one’s home, Weird and Wonderful is a 
small but very real tour de force for all ages. 

On the interior perimeter reserved as gallery space 
in the museum’s congregant area, the building was and 
still is a church. You will find all manner of curiosity to 
delight your imagination. 

Take for instance a very large, likely larger-than- 
life replica of a dairy cow’s ear. You might wonder why 
or how such an item would have been conserved and 
then donated to the museum. If you are a local, you'll 
immediately know it’s from the Gulf Hill Dairy sign that 
graced Route 6 for decades. 

Situated across the street from the creamery we 
know today as Oxford, the sign was a masterstroke of 
signage as visual marketing with two, three-dimensional 
cow heads welcoming the motoring public to stop and be 
refreshed with a delicious ice cream cone. The sign stayed 
in place for many decades, eventually succumbing to 
gravity, weather and time, slowly melting in the brush and 
the bramble that overtook the happy cow faces. 

But wait. Somehow, an ear, a solitary manmade 
cow’s ear, was rescued and given to the museum. You will 
have to visit the museum to get the rest of the story. 

Other items you'll be able to view are 19" century 
salesmen furniture samples as well as the full-sized pieces 
themselves, handcuffs worn by Matthew Hiller following 
his capture during the Civil War while working aboard 
the whaling ship Altamaha, a musty cot complete with 
mattress springs from the famous “last whaling ship of 
Mattapoisett,” The Wanderer and the jaw-clenching, early

dental wrench used for extracting teeth, an evil looking 
tool. 

On that theme of early medicine, there are two 
displays that today we might find troubling but back 
in the day were common medicines prescribed without 
compunction, opium and morphine. The story card 
accompanying the display notes that, “...the drug (opium) 
was heavily advertised in magazines throughout the 
mid-1800s.” Shocking to our modern minds, people were 
assured it was not habit forming. 

A rather timely item gracing one of the gallery walls 
is the 1920 registration page for women voters, the first 
year women were allowed to vote. There are well over 
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100 names listed. For museum board member and learned 
local historian Carol Clifford, this object holds much 
sentimental meaning as well as a sense of pride. 

“My family is here,” Clifford said, pointing to the 
registration page with a board smile. Clifford pointed 
to the names of her departed ancestors, including two 
great aunts, two grandmothers and one great-great 
grandmother, their names well known locally, Sherman, 
Fowler and Heuberger. When asked how she felt about 
seeing her family members names listed in the register, she 
replied, “These women - women - signed up to vote. I feel 
complete pride, I’m thrilled.” 

Women from the past were also featured in 
posters asking the public to help support the American 
Godmothers League for the American Soldiers in France, a 
bit of political propaganda, the story card states, alluding 
to the usage of a caring-mother motif to raise money for 
the war effort. 

There is a Mystery Table featuring items that are 
yet to be identified, small hand-sized bits and bobs that 
intrigue the imagination and the visitor to guess what they 
are looking at. Concealed are the answers under a flip-up 
story card. There is a cannonball that was found on Pearl 
Street, a bible with a bullet hole, a 34-starred American 
flag and, wait for it ... a thunder jug! Each displayed item 
has been painstakingly curated to provide as much detail 
as possible for the visitor. 

The Mattapoisett Museum’s staff and volunteers 
have brought this tiny gem into the 21* century and 
continue to work as the museum evolves to the needs of 
the public both near at hand and far away. 

In recent years, the museum has been able to catalog 
its vast collection using searchable databases, opening up 
to all interested its weird and wonderful materials. And if 
you are in the area, the museum grounds have also been 
turned into gallery space. There are historical storyboards 
situated throughout the petite front yard of the building, 
featuring significant facts and data about Mattapoisett’s 
historical highpoints, people, places and yes, curiosities. 

Weird and Wonderful is open now through Labor 
Day weekend.

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Tick an Abiding but Manageable Pest Residential & Commercial

Blake Dinius, entomologist and educator with the 
Plymouth County Cooperative Extension, knows a thing 5 O 8 i 7 5 8 a 2 4 5 5 
or two about insects, especially ticks and mosquitoes. 

He has been educating the public since 2017 on ways to 
minimize exposure to biting bugs that carry dangerous 
and infectious pathogens. However, while such biting 
insects do pose big problems for us humans, Dinius’ clear 
yet simple guidance of ways to protect oneself from harm 
are reassuring. 

On July 8, Dinius gave a presentation at a 
program hosted at the Mattapoisett Public Library and 
sponsored by the Mattapoisett Land Trust. On hand 
to add to the discussion were MLT president Mike 
Huguenin and Collen Andrews, MLT’s community 
engagement and stewardship manager. 

Dinius began by stating that there are some 10 
different types of ticks, but in the local area, the primary 
disease carrier is the deer tick. He dispelled the notion Master Plumber #15569 - Licensed Men 
that Lyme disease, reemerging and identified as a 
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separate, infectious bacterium in the mid-1970s in Lyme, 
Connecticut, is a new disease. He notes that studies of the 
Borrelia bacteria date it back several tens of thousands of 
years. 

Another interesting fact Dinius shared was that 
about 150 animals play host to ticks that randomly find 
their way to their preferred traveling restaurants, deer, 
chipmunks, moles and the like, but birds are a primary 
carrier. 

“Of the 150 animals that can spread ticks around, 
82 of those are birds,” said Dinius. When asked if people 
should stop feeding birds and encouraging them into 
gardens with food, he responded, “You don’t need to 


change your lifestyle, you just need to protect yourself.”

Regarding how best to manage modern-day, 
residential landscapes to protect against tick bites, Dinius 
said that dead-leaf piles are a primary habitat for ticks. He 
said ticks survive in moist, dark locations versus bright, 
open, manicured lawns. He suggested leaving a perimeter 
of wooded area for those gardeners wishing to encourage 
pollinators into their yards while still having groomed 
areas. 

On the topic of repellents and sprays, Dinius said 
that yard sprays are very effective against ticks but far 
less effective in controlling mosquitos. Sprays are most 
effective when used twice; once in May and again in June 
is all that is required, he said. 

Another tactic people should employ for personal 
protection are sprays that are applied to clothing, 
including shoes. He said that people do not have to be 
fearful of using sprays that contain DEET and that the 
chemical picaridin can withstand numerous washings 
before it must be reapplied for successful protection. 

Huguenin said that given the amount of time he 
spends outside in wooded areas, it is imperative that he 
spray his clothing with picaridin. There are precautions 
for using picaridin around cats, Dinius stated. 

Once you have returned indoors from outdoor 
activities where ticks live, Dinius said completely 
checking one’s body for attached ticks is imperative. 

Removing ticks using tweezers is the correct 
method, not Vaseline or hot, burnt match heads, Dinius 
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said. He also recommended conserving the tick after 
removal so it can be tested for the presence of disease 
(contact tickreport.com.) But possibly the most striking (or 
sickening) data point Dinius shared was the anatomy of 
the tick itself. 

Dinius 
explained that ticks 
do not burrow under 
the skin; instead, 
they stab their host 
with a straw-like 
tube that constitutes 
its head area. From 
this tube, various 
nasty chemicals such 
as anticoagulants and 
bacteria are “spit” 
into the wound site. The process of continuous spitting 
into the head tube, thus into the victim keeps the food 
source, blood, flowing. 

While it is generally believed that the head of 
the tick must also be removed, Dinius said that is not the 
case. “Once the body has been removed, the tube can’t do 
anything.” He said that even medical experts still believe 
the head must be removed. 

Cold-weather seasons do not provide relief from 
these small but mighty predators. In literature provided 
by Plymouth County Cooperative Extension was the note 
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that ticks are active as long as the temperature stays above 
freezing. 

There is a wide variety of resources available 
online to help educate and protect people who spend time 
sharing the outside with these tiny opportunists.

Twin Soccer Careers Budding in Europe

Soccer is a first language of sorts for 19-year-old 
Leal twins Matthew and Patrick, whose unlikely joint 
journey as brothers who grew up in Massachusetts now 
sees them taking significant steps toward establishing 
professional playing careers in separate European 
countries. 

Never was the unifying power of the sport, so 
evident as it was when the twins were in Africa with their 
mother. 

“Soccer is universal. One of my favorite soccer 
experiences happened when Patrick and I spent time 
in Kenya with our mom,” said Matthew, talking about 
their early years when Dr. Lisa Ganley-Leal, a research 
scientist, was working on a project in Nairobi. “She would 
take us along. Of course, we brought cleats and a soccer 
ball. We would be playing by ourselves, and in a few 
minutes we would have about 20 kids playing with us. 
Somehow, we all understood each other.” 
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“Tt was 
awesome,” said 
Patrick, looking back 
on that experience. 
“After that, we 
brought bags of 
deflated balls and 
collected jerseys and 
cleats for our new 
friends. We would 
spend the entire 
summer playing 
pick-up games in 
Nairobi.” 

Today, 
Matthew Leal lives 
in Lisbon, Portugal, 
and is pursuing his 
dreams of breaking 
into professional 
soccer. His twin 
brother Patrick lives in Venice, Italy, and is pursuing the 
same dream. The brothers are young American players 
with the common goal of making it big in Europe. They 
are both well on their way to realizing their dreams. 

In May, Patrick made his debut with Venezia FC 
in Italy’s Serie A during the last game of the season. He 
explains that he was called up to play with the first team a 
couple of times previously but never made it into a game. 

“The first time I got on the plane with the team, it 
was unbelievable, and when I got to the locker room there 
was a jersey with my name on it. It felt great, but I have to 
admit I was nervous,” said Patrick. “I was happy that my 
first actual game was in our home stadium in Venice. As 
soon as I got on the field, I wasn’t nervous at all.” 

Matthew also had an eventful season. He played 
his second year on the junior squad for Casa Pia AC 
in Lisbon, Portugal. As a team captain, he led his 2nd 
Division junior team to secure a spot in the 1* Division 
and emerged as a top goal scorer from their battle for 
the Division II national championship. Matthew was 
promoted to Casa Pia’s first team for the upcoming season 
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in Portugal’s 1st Division. 

Born in New Bedford in 2003 to Domingos Leal 
and Lisa Ganley-Leal, Matthew and Patrick are only 
recent Mattapoisett residents but with much in the way of 
extended family in the area. 

“I love spending time here in Mattapoisett. I wish 
Thad a longer break, but with the national championship, 
I was only able to be home for about a month,” said 
Matthew. 

The Leal twins credit their father Domingos with 
instilling and nurturing their love of the game. “Dom” 
was a Standout soccer player in the semipro LASA league 
and still holds records at his alma mater, Bridgewater 
State College. His family moved to New Bedford from the 
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northern Portuguese town of Montalegre in the 1970s. 

When Matthew and Patrick were toddlers, the 
Leal family moved to Newton where the twins’ soccer 
journey began. 

Their parents enrolled them in baseball, 
basketball, lacrosse and track and field early on, but 
soccer was their sport from the beginning. “They both 
loved the constant action,” said Lisa. 

“I tried other sports, but soccer was it for me from 
the beginning. I love everything about it, the speed, the 
technique and the precision,” said Matthew. 

Dom and Lisa started Newton United youth 
soccer when their boys started showing a real interest and 
promise in the sport. Dom built teams that would nurture 
young players like his sons. “My boys are still friends 
with some of those players today, and several of those 
kids are playing Division I college soccer or forging their 
own path to the pros,” he says. 

After Dom forged a relationship with Emelio 
“Mookie” Williams of Valeo Futbol Club, he realized 
his work with Newton United was finished, and the 
two programs merged. Valeo is a renowned, elite soccer 
training organization focused on developing highly 
competitive athletes, outstanding citizens and strong 
leaders. Dom explains that Valeo had the infrastructure in 
place to take his sons to the next level. 

“We were really just this fledgling organization, 
but we were winning tournaments against established 
and much bigger organizations,” said Dom. “Merging 
with Valeo was a no-brainer for us at the time. Valeo has 
more than 3,000 soccer players, and both Lisa and I were 
working full-time jobs so we didn’t have the commitment 
necessary to grow the (Newton United) program.” 

Both boys tried out for the New England 
Revolution Academy and played two seasons on the 13U 
team. 

At the age of 14, they attended a tournament 
in Estoril, where they attracted some attention from the 
Lisbon-based Os Belenenses team. A couple of weeks 
later, their mother was offered a job abroad. 

OS Belenenses and Valeo formed an alliance that 
would soon bring Matthew and Patrick to Portugal full 
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time. 

“It happened so fast,” Lisa said. “I got a great job 
offer, and I would have to be based in Europe for a couple 
of years so we made the decision to just do it. Everything 
just lined out at the right time. Dom spent a lot of time 
on an airplane, but he was able to work remotely from 
Portugal at least some of the time,” explains Lisa. 

Dom explained that it was difficult to pull the 
boys out of school, but Portugal seemed like the right 
decision to make at the time. 

“The move would allow my sons to pursue their 
dreams, and if nothing else, it would be a great cultural 
experience,” he said. “I was born in northern Portugal, 
and my family immigrated to the U.S. when I was three

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years old. The boys are dual citizens but had never had 
formal Portuguese instruction. The Portuguese they spoke 
they learned from their grandparents. Now they both 
speak fluent Portuguese.” 

Matthew grew up in Newton studying Mandarin 
Chinese but wished he had an option to learn Portuguese 
the old-country way. 

“When we moved to Portugal, it was very hard,” 
he said. “Our teammates spoke mainly Portuguese and 
so did our coaches. Our mom and dad got us Portuguese 
tutors and even a Chinese tutor for a while so we could 
continue our classes.” 

Both boys were enrolled in online high school, 
supplemented by instruction from tutors and their 
mother. 

“It’s tough having your mother as your teacher,” 
admits Patrick. “She was a professor at medical schools so 
sometimes Matthew and I felt like she was expecting us to 
know a lot, but we learned a lot from her.” 

Matthew echoes his brother’s sentiments. “Our 
friends would say things like, “You’re so lucky that you 
don’t have to be in school all day,’ and Patrick and I 
would say, ‘Are you kidding? We are in school 24 hours a 
day.’” 

Both boys received their high school diplomas in 
the spring of 2021. 

The youth-soccer development systems in the 
United States have come a long way in recent years, but 
it is still widely understood that they do not compare to 
Europe’s. Critics say that the U.S. needs to have more 
rivalries, relegations and promotions. Both Matthew 
and Patrick agree that Major League Soccer (MLS) is 
displaying some excellent soccer these days. 

At age 15, Patrick was signed to a contract by 
Sporting, one of the top clubs in Portugal, while Matthew 
found a home with Casa Pia. 

“We were lucky that we got to spend the Covid 
lockdowns together,” said Matthew. 

Patrick says that having his brother nearby kept 
him grounded. “We’re very competitive in everything, but 
Matthew is really easy going so he can always calm me 
down,” he said.

Matthew says that since his brother transferred to 
Venice, it has been an adjustment. “It’s weird not having 
him in the next room. I know that if Iam having a bad 
day at practice or I have had a bad game, I have someone 
that really understands everything I am going through, 
said Matthew. 

In 2021, the family moved their home base from 
Newton to Mattapoisett. 

“We've always spend time in this area. We spend 
a lot of time with my grandparents in Acushnet and 
our cousins in Rochester,” says Patrick. “The last few 
weeks I practiced my driving by picking up our cousin 
Ryan at (Old Rochester Regional High School) every 
afternoon or driving to his baseball games.” 

“Our grandparents live five minutes away; my 
aunt, uncle and my cousins are in the next town over, and 
our other grandparents, uncles, aunts, and cousins are 
only a state away instead of an entire continent,” explains 
Matthew. 

As their offseason break drew to a close, both 
boys were sorry to leave the U.S., but they’re both 
returning to Europe with their driver’s licenses. 

“In some ways, they are your typical teenage 
boys, but in others they’re mature beyond their years,” 
said Dom. “They are twins, but their personalities and 
their style of play are very different, but their commitment 
to the sport is the same for both of them. They love what 
they do.” 
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Village Speed Limit Coming Down 
Marion Select Board

Concerns about speeding on Marion’s roads, 
articulated a couple of years back by since-retired Select 
Board member John Waterman, eventually led to the 
formation of a Pedestrian Safety Advisory Committee. 
That committee’s work is now bearing fruit 

An update was jointly provided by Meghan 
Davis, engineering manager with the Department of 
Public Works and Town Administrator Jay McGrail 
during Tuesday night’s public meeting of the Marion 
Select Board, based on a 102-page report from GPI 
Consulting, which was contracted to analyze speeding in 
town. 

In a 6:15 pm appointment, Davis arrived 
with three recommendations for the Select Board’s 
consideration, led by a proposed speed-limit reduction 
from 30 mph to 25 mph on village roads. Another safety 
measure for the village is a proposed speed bump on 
Front Street near the Music Hall just north of Island 
Wharf. 

The speed bump, explained Davis, would be 
removable and seasonal. 

Select Board Chairman Randy Parker said 
the committee should consider Converse Road in the 
package. “I just don’t want to leave them out because 
their grade failed miserably in that report,” he said. 
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Merry Conway suggested that Pleasant Street has 
become “an incredible bypass.” 

Davis agreed to review what GPI recommended 
for Converse Road. Point Road, said McGrail, was 
not being put on the table for Tuesday’s discussion. 

“We went at it from, ‘What can we do now that would 
change things?’ And then we looked at longer-term 
recommendations,” he said. 

Three other Pedestrian Safety Advisory 
Committee members, Nick and Mike Russo and Noel 
Pardo, arrived at various times to contribute to the 
discussion. 

“I’ve seen so many near misses it’s frightening,” 
said Pardo, referring to summer-season speeding around 
Tabor Academy. He said the camp counselors escort the 
children across the street not because they don’t trust the 
kids but because they don’t trust the drivers. 

“I see a whole bunch of what we’ll call deterrents, 
things that would cost minimal,” said committee member 
Mike Russo. “I think you'll see a lot of town support, to be 
honest.” 

His father Nick Russo, also a committee member, 
asked about the possibility of installing rumble strips at 
select locations. 

Select Board member Toby Burr said that 
enforcement would have to be part of any measure’s 
success and noted that auto insurance companies treat 
a non-speeding accident “very differently” then if the 
vehicle in question was exceeding the limit at the time of 
an incident. 

McGrail instructed the Select Board that while 
Town Counsel instructed him that a simple vote from 
the board can institute a speed-limit change, there is no 
rush. McGrail suggested a process that will begin with a 
community-wide email blast and provide ample room for 
citizen feedback, after which the matter will go onto the 
agenda for discussion at the board’s August 16 meeting. 

“It’s not a legal public hearing, but we'll treat it as 
one,” said McGrail. 

Because Tuesday’s Select Board meeting was 
held in open air under the new pavilion at the Cushing 
Community Center, the board welcomed Conway, Diane 
Cosman and Harry Norweb, all three of whom have 
been key players in organizing the fundraising, design 
and construction of the pavilion without any impact on 
taxpayers. 

In his Town Administrator’s Report, McGrail 
followed up on Marion’s July 1 fireworks and the July 
4 parade, thanking staff and numerous volunteers, the 
Police and Fire departments, Harbormaster Isaac Perry 
and Donna Hemphill, without whom he said there would 
have been no parade.

Mattapoisett Tree Committee Presents Vision 
Mattapoisett Select Board

On July 12 members of the Mattapoisett Tree 
Committee met with the Select Board to give a 15-slide 
presentation on a variety of tree-related topics associated 
with the engineering and design work taking place for 
a project known as “Village Streets” (Main, Water and 
Beacon streets and Marion Road.) 

The roadway project since its inception in 
2014 was always one that would necessitate the 
inclusion of those who serve the community in the 
role of tree advocates. Now, as the 25-percent design is 
being reviewed by the Massachusetts Department of 
Transportation and the town’s consultant VHB, the Tree 
Committee was ready to present their vision. 

Committee Chairman Sandy Hering said that 
they propose the planting of 36 trees and the protection of 
many others. It was noted by Select Board member Jordan 
Collyer that it will be necessary to remove some trees that 
simply cannot be left in place, such as the tree in front of 
St. Phillip’s Episcopal Church. 

Hering said that modern-day techniques 
for planting and protecting existing trees should be 
used to ensure the health of the trees. However, she 
acknowledged that some trees may not fare well over time 
after road construction takes place in their proximity. She 
hoped that the state would engage an arborist to assist. 

Two other members of the committee, Mike 
Immel and Barbara Pornysz, also shared their views. 
Pornysz said the committee was looking at various 
locations where trees may be successfully planted, that 
trees absorb as much as 95 percent of ultraviolet light 
from the sun and that the trees’ canopies reduce energy 
costs. She also said that trees increase property values and 
are good for business. 

Immel stated that trees add to the social scene of 
the village area, and he offered a conceptual drawing of 
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what the area from Cannon Street to Barstow Street might 
look like. The drawing showed 18 trees gracing both sides 
of Water Street with at least one large bump out or plaza 
in front of the Inn on Shipyard Park, where trees would be 
planted in an expanded sidewalk. Immel also stated that 
trees help to reduce stress and add to the town’s character. 

Collyer responded that he would not support any 
plan that removed parking spaces that are already too few 
in number and in high demand. 

Hering said that the committee wanted inclusion 
to future meetings regarding the project including 
with VHB. She also believes it is important to continue 
engaging the public. 

Town Administrator Mike Lorenco said that 
presently the 25-percent design for the project was being 
reviewed by MassDOT, and VHB needs to respond to 
MassDOT’s comments. He said that next steps would be a 
utility layout and possibly receiving the 75-percent design 
from VHB in five months. Lorenco further stated that 
before any roadwork could begin, gas mains would be 
replaced as well as water and sewer lines. He said current 
estimates for the project rest around $10,000,000 and that 
the project has been placed on the TIP grant for 2026. 

The Select Board also heard from Jane Finnerty, a 
supervisor responsible for the management of safety staff 
for the town’s beaches, part of the Recreation Department. 
Finnerty was moved to meet with the board after the 
publication of a Letter to the Editor questioning why the 
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raft had not been returned to the town beach on Water 
Street. 

Finnerty passionately urged the board to 
never again deploy such a raft. She quoted shocking 
statistics that spinal injuries due to shallow-water diving 
constituted 10 percent of all such injuries, especially for 
young males. She said that the harbormaster had taken 
a sounding where the raft was historically placed and 
recorded water as shallow as 4 feet. 

“It’s a lure for children,” said Finnerty, who 
warned that children can get trapped when trying to 
swim underneath the raft, that it is an insurance risk for 
the town, and given the town’s lack of enough qualified 
lifeguards, the raft is simply dangerous. 

“Our camps are full,” said Finnerty, referring to 
camps that require at least two lifeguards in attendance, 
leaving fewer to monitor the beach. Finnerty said that the 
beach usage is not the same as in bygone years. Collyer 
agreed, saying, “It’s probably not in the best interest of 
the town.” Finnerty was asked to let inquiring people 
know the raft will not return in 2022. 

The board also discussed the opening of Phase 1b 
of the Mattapoisett Bike Path with Select Board Chairman 
Tyler Macallister asking the cycling public to, “please 
stop before crossing Mattapoisett Neck and Brandt Island 
Roads.” He said there is no parking along Mattapoisett 
Neck Road, that parking is available at the landing and 
several spaces at the entrance to the path at Brandt Island 
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Road. 

It was also noted that there isn’t any parking at 
the Reservation Beach at the end of Reservation Road. 
Lorenco said, “It has always been private.” 

Collyer volunteered to be the board’s 
representative working with the town’s Bike Path 
Committee and the Friends of the Mattapoisett Bike Path. 

The board met with William Morgan, who 
requested a permit for the use of a mobile trailer at 23 
Cove Street. Citing medical issues, Morgan asked for use 
of the trailer for an indefinite period of time. The board 
referred to the bylaw governing such permits and found 
two weeks to be the standard unless there are “emergency 
or calamitous” issues. Morgan was granted the two weeks 
and asked to provide a follow-up request for an extension. 

Hunter Major was appointed to the Agriculture 
Commission, and Virginia Nelson was conditionally 
appointed pending a vacancy. Thomas Gomez was 
appointed as an Animal Control Officer. 

More events are planned for Shipyard Park with 
the approval of Sunday Band Concerts to be presented by 
Robert Williamson in August, and Line Dancing are being 
offered by the Friends of the Mattapoisett Council on 
Aging on Thursdays. Dates and times for the dancing to 
be announced. 

Also to be announced, the next meeting of the 
Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen. 
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Marion Building Committee

The Building Committee appointed by the Marion 
Select Board for the purposes of lending various types 
of expertise to the process of enacting a plan to construct 
a new Department of Public Works operations center at 
Benson Brook met for the first time on Monday afternoon 
inside Town Administrator Jay McGrail’s office. 

Casey Barros, Sherman Briggs and Dan Crete 
and were three committee members in attendance who 
neither hold an elected office nor are town employees. 
The DPW was represented by Director Nathaniel Munafo,

Engineering Manager Meghan Davis and Office Manager 
Becky Tilden. The committee members serving as elected 
officials are Randy Parker, who represented the Select 
Board, Planning Board member Andrew Daniel and 
Zoning Board of Appeals member Dana Nilson, who was 
unavailable for the meeting. 

No decisions were made and no plans were 
finalized, but a discussion initially focused on sorting out 
the procurement process eventually got around to the 
construction itself. 

If commentary is an indicator, the two-building 
concept originally set forth dividing vehicle storage from 
operations and vehicle maintenance appears to be giving 
way to a single-building theory simply because one 
footprint avoids costly duplications in construction and 
infrastructure. 

That savings will likely be swallowed up in the 
quality of the construction, as lightweight metal is widely 
believed to be susceptible to mishaps that immediately 
become eyesores and over time, rusty problems. 

It is also likely based on discussion at Monday’s 
meeting that the new DPW operations center will not, as 
previously thought, sit a short walk across the grass from 
the existing Wastewater Treatment Plant but be set back 
approximately 1,300 feet near the water tower and the 
proposed location for a new salt shed. 

Parker said that the site near the water tower has 
three-phase power but would need sewer and grinder 
pumps. Briggs noted that the site also holds the potential 
for growth, while not crowding out the WWTP. 

The procurement process necessarily hinges 
on a business model, and central to that arrangement 
of that model is the selection of a point person. While 
Marion Facilities Manager Shaun Cormier will oversee 
construction as project manager would, the procurement 
of goods and services including subcontracting is a wider 
role that can fall with the designing engineer or the 
architect. 

Given the fact Saltonstall Architects is under 
contract with the town as a result of the company’s 
selection after the initial bidding process for a design 
concept, the town could theoretically proceed with Will 
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Saltonstall and avoid another bid process. But discussion 
indicated many moving parts, and getting them sorted 
out will be a prerequisite for determining an optimum fit 
in the procurement role. 

At Parker’s recommendation, the meeting 
received a visit from Morton Buildings representative 
Steve Marion to explain the company’s methods and to 
take questions. 

Modular procurement would save money on 
engineering aspects limited to the building itself. 

As for the “eyesore” on Route 6, the current 
location of the DPW, McGrail envisions a renovation of 
the one sound structure on the left, the removal of sand, 
demolition of the dilapidated structures that were moved 
onto the site decades ago and finally a barrier to separate 
that land from view for visitors to the adjacent graveyard. 

The committee will next set a meeting for a site 
visit to three locations including recent constructions 
nearby at Hiller Dodge, one in Sandwich and also the 
Rochester DPW. 

The committee will then choose a type of building 
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construction, be it wood or metal, and will also look to 
arrive at a working model. 


Coalition’s Cutting out of Jurisdiction 
Rochester Planning Board

For a very simple reason, the Rochester Planning 
Board has reversed course on its recent attempt to charge 
regulatory violations against the Buzzards Bay Coalition 
for cutting trees on Marion Road. 

Town Counsel Blair Bailey told the board during 
its Tuesday night public meeting that according to the 
coalition’s legal counsel, the Marion Road parcel is state 
property, not town property. So Rochester’s bylaw that 
prohibits tree cutting without a permit on a local scenic 
highway does not apply in this case. 

As a result of this new information, the board 
approved sending a follow-up letter to the Buzzards Bay 
Coalition withdrawing the violation recently issued by 
the panel. 

Board members complained at their last meeting 
that approximately two years ago, the coalition had cut 
trees on 55 acres that it owned on Marion Road without 
allowing the Planning Board to review 

What has been done since on the property, which 
is now owned by a farmer, is an improvement, board 
member Michael Murphy admitted at the time. “But 
documentation to us is still needed,” he said. 
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Board members said it would set a bad precedent 
to let the current landowner off the hook, and they 
decided to send a certified letter to the new landowners 
explaining that if they refuse to respond to requests for a 
meeting or a plan, the town will start fining them. 

Attorney Bailey noted on Tuesday that this lack 
of any word from the Buzzards Bay Coalition has a 
simple explanation. Coalition authorities did not get the 
board’s emails because the town had an incorrect address 
for reaching them. He said, nonetheless, the coalition 
expressed willingness to meet with the board to discuss 
any such issue. 

Acting Chair Ben Bailey said this jurisdictional 
confusion means the town’s Scenic Highway bylaw needs 
to be revised to clear up “what and what is not covered 
under this bylaw.” 

Town Planner Nancy Durfee said she will 
immediately consult with Highway Surveyor Jeff Eldridge 
to make those revisions. She said the new language would 
probably be ready for consideration at the Fall Town 
Meeting. 

Tuesday night’s Planning Board meeting was 
brief, and other agenda items were tabled due to a lack of 
a quorum and the fact Chairman Arnie Johnson could not 
attend. 

The Planning Board’s next meeting will be held 
on Tuesday, July 26, at 7:00 pm. 


Water-Treatment Chemicals Spike in Price 
MRV Water District Commission/Water Supply Protection 
Advisory Committee

In his July 12 Tata & Howard report to the 
Mattapoisett River Valley Water District Commission, 
engineering consultant Jon Gregory alerted the 
commissioners as to the economy’s effect on pricing even 
where it concerns the chemicals for the water-treatment 
plant based in Mattapoisett. 
Gregory characterized chemical price bids 
per gallon as “extremely large numbers compared to 
what we even could have forecast in November and 
December. We’re kind of handcuffed by that,” he said, 
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recommending the MRV take it month by month until 
further notice. 

The Town of Marion also put out bids and 
received only one on propane. “It’s not just here, it’s 
pretty much across the board, it seems,” said Gregory. 

Nonetheless, the MRV is proceeding with 
procurement specifications for the plant’s new, state- 
of-the-art, ultra-filtration equipment, and part two, 
specifications on construction, connection designs and 
demolitions. 

The membership is looking to organize a site visit, 
and a project team wants to get the piping portion a little 
further along and get “a real-time view of it.” 

“This is really going to ramp up in the coming 


months,” said Gregory. 

Unfortunately, he reported, the filtration project 
did not make the cut for the loan consideration the MRV 
seeks. Infrastructure funding in Massachusetts requires 
submission of a project-evaluation form. The difference, 
according to Gregory, would be from 3.5 to 4 percent 
down to 2 percent interest. He suggested the potential 
for a lower-interest loan justifies filing another project- 
evaluation form. 

“We feel the district may be in a better position 
this year,” he said, noting that a new submittal would add 
the UV disinfection piece, a byproduct of the 2021 boil 
order. 

The commission voted to authorize Tata & 
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Howard to resubmit a new project-evaluation form. 

In giving his Treatment Plant Operations Update, 
Henri Renauld told the commission, “It’s holding up, 
that’s all I’m going to say.” Renauld alluded to the current 
drought as a challenge, as the plant puts out 6,000,000 
gallons a day. 

The commission has narrowed its search for an 
outside bookkeeper and will plan to bring two interested 
parties into the next MRV meeting to be interviewed. 

Chairman Vinnie Furtado reported an insurance 
renewal with HUB International at $29,747. 

Commission Treasurer Wendy Graves reported 
$82,343.35 in July invoices. 

The MRV’s auditing approval was tabled. 
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Gregory provided a river-monitoring update to 
the Water Protection Advisory Committee, informing the 
members that the original level loggers are “past their 
point,” and two new level loggers have been purchased 
for a total of $1,581. The level logger at Snow’s Pond is 
still operating but is no longer able to export its data so 
that piece will soon be swapped out. 

Under Old Business, Vinnie Furtado reported 
to the committee that member Nathaniel Munafo, 
the Marion DPW director, had trouble accessing the 
committee website. Furtado said he contacted the host 
earlier on Tuesday and learned that files on that site 
might be lost. Furtado put in a request ticket with Blue 
Host, waiting on a resolution. “It may have to start from 
scratch,” said Furtado, who may reach out to Fairhaven’s 
IT team for assistance. Gregory also could not access the 
site. 

Under New Business, the committee voted 
to authorize Vinnie Furtado to write two letters to 
engineering groups stating that plans for a solar project 
and plans for a two-lot subdivision at 572 Snipatuit Road 
pose no impact on the MRV. 

The next meeting of the MRV Water Supply 
Protection Advisory Committee is scheduled for Tuesday, 
August 9, at 3:30 pm with the MRV Water District 
Commission meeting to immediately follow at 4:00 pm on 
the same Zoom call. 


SRO Discussed for Sippican 
Marion School Committee

Chief of Police Richard Nighelli attended the June 
15 meeting of the Marion School Committee to discuss the 
potential of a School Resource Officer (SRO) at Sippican 
School. 

Superintendent of Schools Mike Nelson made 
sure to clarify for all listeners to the discussion that funds 
are not in the FY23 budget for such, so whatever progress 
is made in the matter will not have a financial pathway 
immediately set for the 2022-23 school year. 

“Our partnership is strong, and we constantly 
talk about school and school safety,” said Nighelli about 
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his rapport with Nelson in addressing the committee. 

“I think a safe environment for the kids that they can 
thrive in, so I appreciate the partnership from Mike and 
from Pete (Crisafuli) and from Marla (Sirois.) I’m here to 
answer any questions ...” 

Nighelli told the committee he had already 
been in discussions with Nelson. “Obviously, we’re not 
budgeted for it,” he said. “I have some personnel issues at 
the department right now that I would have to address to 
add more people on to the department to make sure that 
we have shift coverage, but I think that it’s something that 
we could put together before September. But we’d have to 
start working fairly quickly.” 

As April Nye explained in response to committee 
member Michelle Smith’s question, Marion has a person 
at Sippican who is certified as a SRO, but there is no SRO 
acting as such in the school building Monday-Friday. 

Nighelli explained that the Marion Police has a 
school liaison, Sergeant Alisha Crosby, who is assigned to 
the “midnight shift” as the result of collective bargaining. 
“Even though we don’t have a school liaison on day shift, 
it’s been a collective effort,” said Nighelli, taking the 
opportunity to thank the overnight officers for their extra 
work during the day shift. 

Nighelli explained there is an increased visibility 
of patrol officers at Sippican. 

The difference between a SRO and a liaison is the 
latter is just a point of contact, according to Nighelli. The 
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SRO is at the school regularly and is part of the school 
community. 

“Our conversation tonight is whether we support 
having an SRO in the school, five days a week,” said April 
Nye. 

Nelson said the matter was on the agenda 
because the Marion Police Department was interested in 
the school committee’s feedback. 

Nelson said the committee’s discussion could 
serve as a starting point that would in next steps see him 
bring the matter to town officials to receive their feedback 
and any sense as to the potential to support a SRO. 

Nelson clarified that the SRO does not manage 
low-level behaviors or the classroom, which is still the 
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responsibility of school administration. 

After further discussion, the committee voted to 
support ongoing discussion in bringing a SRO to Sippican 
School. 

Nelson said he will follow up with Nighelli and 
April Nye, determine next steps and report back to the 
committee. 

The committee voted to approve the renewal 
of the following leases: one year with Rochester-based 
Country Side Child Care at $2,000 per month; and the 
Southcoast YMCA’s lease of two rooms at Sippican at 
$7,200 per room (total $14,400 based on 10 months of 
usage.) 

The committee voted to approve the removal of a 
list of selected items from the school library. 

The committee voted to approve the following 
replacement-fee schedule proposed by Assistant 
Superintendent of Finance and Operations Howie Barber, 
including the proposal of an insurance plan at the cost of 
$25. 

Proposed Replacement Fee Recommendation: 
Chromebook Complete Unit Replacement $300; 
Chromebook Screen $50; 45W Adapter with Power Cord 
(USB-C Connection) $50; Keyboard $50; iPad Complete 
Unit $325; Apple usb-c to lightning cable $25; Apple usb 
power adapter (block) $25; and Case $50. 

This policy does not apply to the iPads issued to 
the youngest learners. 

Sippican Principal Marla Sirois and Assistant 
Principal Peter Crisafulli presented a progress update on 
Year 1 of a two-year School Improvement Plan and its 
coordination with ORR’s Vision 2023. 

The report that required no vote highlighted 
project-based learning and “the four C’s,” along with 21st 
Century Learning skills, and social-emotional learning. 
Action steps focused on staff and student relationships 
and functions of the responsive classroom. 

In her Chairperson’s Report, April Nye talked 
about the happiness with which the students finished 
the 2021-22 school year and thanked the committee 
and the staff. Her sentiments were echoed by Nelson, 
who highlights all the behind-the-scenes work done 
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to serve as alternate secretary. 

The Joint School Committee representation will 
be different for 2022-23. Michelle Smith will continue to 
represent Marion on the ORR School Committee, and 
Mary Beauregard will represent Marion on the Joint 
School Committee. 

Open Comment brought out comments crediting 
the committee for addressing the matter of public interest 
in the addition of a School Resource Officer. 

At the start of the meeting, words of appreciation 
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the school library in honor of McKeen’s service. 
The first meeting of the Marion School Committee 
for the 2022-23 school year was not set at adjournment.

Everything Everywhere All at Once. Starring Michelle 
Yeoh and Ke Huy Quan. Directed by Daniel Kwan and 
Daniel Scheinert. Running time: 139 minutes. MPAA 
rating: R. Now available on streaming and physical 
home media. 

Befitting the wild-ass movie itself, I’m of multiple 
minds about Everything Everywhere All at Once, which 
speaks fluent jibber-jabber about alternate universes and 
“verse-jumping.” It’s about a hundred different things 
— nihilism, choices, motherhood, the bone-cracking 
clarity of martial arts — and so comes dangerously close 
to being about nothing. It’s ambitious as all get-out, and 
always has a sight gag or a fight scene to perk things up 
when the goings get too cerebral. It’s restless, relentless 
entertainment, which would be fine at an hour and a 
half, but EEAAO rambles and verse-jumps its way to 
two hours and thirteen minutes, less six minutes of 
end credits, and sometimes it seems a bit much, a bit 
aggressive and draining. 

And then, as if on cue, something happens like 
Jamie Lee Curtis playing a version of “Claire de Lune” on 
her piano with her toes, because her fingers are hot dogs, 
and one’s mood lifts again. Maybe a movie so tirelessly 
determined to show us things we haven’t seen before 
can’t escape being cluttered and shambolic occasionally, 
or even often; EEAAO reminded me of Terry Gilliam, 
but his better films, which have a better balance between 
honking nonsense and visionary bravado, so that one 
feeds into the other. I’m also tickled pink that the movie 
is one of the year’s great unexpected success stories, 

a genuine sleeper word-of-mouth hit with, wonder of 
wonders, Michelle Yeoh her own fabulous self front and 
center. 

Yeoh is Evelyn Wang, who runs a laundromat 
with husband Waymond (Ke Huy Quan). The laundromat 
is in trouble with the IRS, which, in the person of auditor 
Deirdre Beaubeirdre (Curtis), wonders why Evelyn has 
declared so many things as business write-offs. The IRS 
stuff seems unnecessary except as a part of glum, stressful 
reality we become desperate to escape (a further link to 
Gilliam). And we do, when an alternate-universe version 
of Waymond visits Evelyn to tell her that a mad version of 
their daughter Joy (Stephanie Hsu) threatens the existence 


of the multiverse. I’m not going to explain how, or why; 
that’s the movie’s job. Evelyn suddenly knows martial 
arts, or she has hot dogs for hands, or she’s a rock talking 
with a rock version of her daughter in a universe where 
life didn’t happen. 

Written and directed by Daniel Kwan and Daniel 
Scheinert, aka Daniels (Swiss Army Man), EEAAO isn’t 
all cold, clever pizzazz; some of it is legitimately moving, 
and gets at the specific pains of an Asian-American 
family in a more lateral and artistic way than it might 
have with a more conventional narrative. Pain and 
disappointment are passed down the generations; a giant, 
fearsome Everything Bagel becomes a symbol of anything 
life-annihilating or self-denying that consumes us from 
within. Some of this sounds heady, and then the movie 
pulls out the rug and gives us a sequence with various 
verse-jumpers each doing their own required weird thing 
in order to launch into the next universe. Interesting 
storage spaces are discovered for trophies. Googly eyes 
stand in for levity in the midst of the grim assembly line 
of life. 

But. A movie that can mean everything can also 
mean nothing, a paradox exemplified in-story, by Alpha 
Joy (called Jobu Tupaki) and her Everything Bagel. The 
movie suggests that the notion of everything — the 
uncountable number of universes and realities — can 
spook us into the numb but comforting embrace of 
nothingness, or nihilism. Thus EEAAO incorporates 
and comments on its own internal gremlins. As more 
people watch it, it’s going to be fun to read everyone’s 
interpretations of it — perhaps more fun than actually 
watching it. Again, it can get exhausting, and not just 
narratively; the amount of effort it must have taken 
to stitch this thing together gives me a headache just 
thinking about it. 1 admire it much more readily than I 
love or even like it. But the fact that movies like this can 
still be made — and prosper — proves to me that the 
eulogy for cinema can wait another few years. 
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tickets early is strongly recommended. The band will 
perform several songs from their upcoming new album 
to be released in December.

Rochester Historical Society

I remember learning about the Pilgrims and 
Puritans in elementary school. These early settlers of what 
would become Massachusetts were willing to risk the 
dangers of a sea voyage and wilderness for their religious 
beliefs and the freedom to practice them. As I learned 
more of the history of early colonial Massachusetts, I was 
struck by the irony of the banishment of Roger Williams 
and Anne Hutchinson to Rhode Island because of their 
disagreements with some of the teachings of the religious 
leaders. Then there was the hanging of Mary Dyer on

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Boston Common for expressing the teachings of her 
Quaker religion. 

All early towns, Rochester among them, were 
religious organizations where all householders were 
taxed to support the Church. One of the conditions 
the Rochester grant had to meet was that worship be 
established within 4 years. By 1684, a law was passed in 
Rochester that all landowners would be taxed 10 shillings 
in “support of the ministry.” Church taxation continued in 
Massachusetts 
until 1836, 
when it became 
illegal.

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witches. 

There also seems to have been no problems with 
allowing Quakers the freedom to practice their religion. 
Rochester residents, John Wing and Clifton Savery, began 
the town’s Quaker movement. As early as 1709, the town 
voted to excuse Quakers from having to pay ministry 
dues. Later, Baptists were included in this exemption. 

An Old Rochester Burying Ground was created 
on County Road in what is Marion today. Like many early 
graves there are no markers for John Wing and many 
others buried there. However, there is a small tablet on a 
stone in a clear area of the enclosure. It has this engraving: 
“ Within this enclosure lie the Remains of 326 Friends: 200 
x 67 ft. 

I like knowing that the early founders and 
residents of our town truly honored religious freedom for 
all beliefs and respected those who held ones that differed 
from their own.
